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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that in Pirila. the mobile module 
receives a decryption key from a mobile station, which the examiner Interprets to be equivalent to the terminal of the present Invention. 
However, add applicants, the mobile module is not equivalent to the position recording apparatus of the present Invention, which receives 
the decryption key, as recited in the independent claims. In other words, continue applicants, according to the present invention, the 
decryption data is managed at the terminal side not in the position recording apparatus. Applicant respectfully disagrees with Applicants. 
First, Examiner want to point out that nowhere in the claims is there a disclosure of where the decryption data is being managed. Also, 
Pirila discloses that Decryption and location calculation may take place in a mobile station's intelligent module if it is desirable to keep the 
base station location information confidential. Thus, the management of decryption data is managed at the terminal side (see col. 6, lines 
57-63). Pirila also discloses that the intelligent module comprises means for receiving encrypted infomriation related to a service from a 
mobile station is characterized in that the intelligent module also comprises means for decrypting said infonmation using a decryption key 
and means for receiving said decryption key from a mobile station (see col. 5, lines 19-25). 
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
